year, to give the revised measure a 
legislative green light. 


Chairman O'Connor (D-N. Y.) of 


the rules committee, told newsmen 
no decision would be made until 
tomorrow on Mrs. Norton's request 
that the bill be given preferential 
status on the house calendar. He in- 
dicated, members opposed to the 
legislation would be heard tomor- 
i ow. 


Making her first personal ap- 


pearance before the rules commit- 
tee in behalf of the bill. Mrs. Nor- 
ton said 
her committee felt the 


house should be accorded an op- 
portunity to vote the revised bill 
"up or down." 


Explains Proposal 


Mrs. Norton said a recent WPA 


survey showed the lowest annual 
wage in this country was paid "not 
in the south, but in Wichita, Kans," 
where she said the figure was $810. 


She explained the new bill would 


establish 
a graduated minimum 


wage starting at 25 cents an hour 
and increasing to 40 cents at the 
end of three years. 


"For the first year," the labor 


chairman said, "that would provide 
an annual wage of only $520." 


She contended such a low mini- 


mum could not dislocate business, 
inasmuch as it was far below the 
lowest figures now paid. 


"The purpose of this bill," she 


said, "is to bring up the wage-level 
o£ the very lowest paid groups and 


• to cut out sweatshop conditions." 


Chairman Norton cr.id she was 


"inclined to believe" that Represen- 
tative Martin 
(R-Mass.), ranking 


Republican on the rules committee, 
would support the bill. 


Two of the other three Republic- 


an committeemen. however, were 
on the doubtful list, and southern- 
ers among the 10 Democrats also 
•were adamant against sending the 
measure to the house floor. 


Many legislators said that refusal 


by the rules committee to give the 
bill preferential status would kill it 
for his session. Talk revived among 
proponents, however, of resorting 
again to a petition to place the bill 
directly before the house.

Th« 
dark shades are the rarest and a 
packet of seed will g-ve a prevail 
ing number of light tcnes. To ge 
a good strain of pyrethrums it 5 
necessary, first of aV. to buy 
, 


good strain of seed f'-vm a reliable 
seedsman. 
It is usually necessary to grow a 


larger number of plants than you 
really need ard sekct the best. 
But a packet of seeds will pioduce 
scores of plants, so this is no great 
item of expense. Select carefully; 
there will usually be 3 large num- 
ber of plants with washed-out col- 
oring. Select those of clear color 
and throw away the inferior ones. 


Columbines do not need this se- 


lection, as they show 3 wide diver- 
sity of color, but -not much diver- 
sity in size or form if the seed is 
from a good strain. There are fine 
named types that come fairly true 
from seed. 
You rn=>y select the 


color you like in coivmbines, but 
it is one perennial uhich. because 
of its soft coloring, is as effective in 
mixed coloring as grcwn in sepa- 
rate colors. It is best in shade, but 
will grow wel' in lull sun. Set 
plants a foot apart for mass of 
bloom.

Italy boasts that she has no un- 
employment, such as now afflicts 
this country but. thc speaker point- 
ed out. all of the unemployed are 
put into the army. 


Beginning at the age of 12 the 


boys are taught to live in an air of 
military preparation. Women, too, 
are an active part of the military 
setup. Prizes of the value of $50 
are offered by Mussolini to Italian 
mothers for each baby born beyond 
the twelfth. Prices paid in Italy 
for the necessaries of life are so 
high that it is hard for the masses 
to make a living. Mr. Detjen said. 
Gasoline is 65 cents per gallon, and 
has been as high as $1. The people 
have no money for luxuries. The 
city of Milwaukee has more auto- 
mobiles than all of Italy.

and hense one not likely to attract 
particular attention, the supreme 
court, speaking through Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, has laid down rules of 
the most far-reaching importance 
to employers and employes in labor 
relations, to competitors in busi- 
ness, and to individuals in all lines 
of endeavor who may come before 
commissions, boards or tribunals in 
connection with the enforcement of 
the many laws of the United States. 


For several years, these commis- 


sions, created by congress, have be- 
come known as "quasi-judicial." 
Sometimes they are independent 
commissions or boards of three or 
five members in agencies separate 
from the large executive depart- 
ments, and sometimes they are in- 
terdepartmental boards charged by 
law with judicial power to decide 
certain questions of fact or rates or 
charges in regulated businesses. 


Conduct of Examiners 


The one complaint which the le- 


gal profession has been making, 
and laymen, too, for that matter, is 
that these commissions do not con- 
duct themselves like courts and of- 
ten carry on their proceedings in 
high-handed and arbitrary manner. 
Steeped as are Americans in the 
traditions of fairness in a court of 
law. it has been a matter of keen 
disappointment 
that, under 
an 


American 
system of government, 


officials would so far forget the 
fundamentals as to allow what are 
known as "trial examiners"—really 
judges—to consult with prosecuting 
attorneys of the government itself 
in 
developing cases 
against the 


citizen. Or else it has happened that 
the commissions would themselves 
hire both the examiners and the at- 
torneys, making them fellow-em- 
ployes of the same commission, so 
that the citizen would be confront- 
ed with two men acting together 


who would assume the roles of 
judge, prosecutor and jury. 


Perhaps the bitterest complaint 


has been heard under the Wagner 
act. where the examiners have 
played fast and loose with custo- 
mary legal procedure and where 
consultations between 
examiners 


and attorneys for the board have 
been the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. This is the complaint, at 
least, heard from attorneys trying 
their cases on behalf of citizens 
whose very businesses are often 
threatened by decisions that are 
of the 
most costly character to 


comply with. 


The chief justice did not, of 


course, mention the labor board or 
the federal trade commission or 
the securities and exchange com- 
mission, but merely a proceeding 
before the secretary of agriculture. 
Yet it is fair to assume that, if the 
supreme court defines a "full and 
fair hearing" before a cabinet of- 
ficer as requiring certain obliga- 
tions on the part of the govern- 
ment, this would be even more ap- 
plicable to a commission which ob- 
viously performs judicial functions. 
The words of the chief justice are 
so significant of what may be ex- 
pected to be the rule of the future 
that they are worth 
quoting in 


part as they deal 
with hearings 


before the federal government. He 
says: 


Fair and Open Hearing 


'"The vast expansion of this field 


of administrative regulation in re- 
sponse to the pressure of social 
needs is made possible under our 
system by adherence to the basic 
principles that the legislature shall 
appropriately determine the stand- 
ards of administrative action and 
that in administrative proceedings 
of a quasi-judicial character the 
liberty and property of the citizen 
shall be protected by the rudimen- 
tary requirements of 
fair play. 


These demand 'a fair and open 
hearing' — essential alike to the 
legal validity of the administrative 
regulation and to the maintenance 
of public confidence in the value 
and soundness of this important 
governmental process. Such a hear- 
ing has been described as an 'in- 
exorable safeguard.' 


"Congress in 
requiring a 'full 


hearing.' had 
regard to judicial 


standards — not in any technical 
sense but with 
respect to those 


fundamental requirements of fair- 
ness which are of the essence of 
due process in a proceeding of a 
judicial nature. 


"If in an equity cause a special 


master or trial judge permitted the 
plaintiff's attorney to formulate the 
findings upon the evidence, con- 
ferred ex parte with the plaintiff's 
attorney regarding them, and then 
adopted his proposals without af- 
fording an opportunity to his op- 
ponent to know their contents and 
present objections, there would be 
no hesitation in setting aside the 
report or decree as having been 
made without a fair hearing. The 
requirements of fairness are not ex- 
hausted in the taking or consider- 
ation of evidence but extend to 
the concluding part of the proced-

ure as well as to the beginning and 
intermediate steps. . . . 


"The maintenance 
of 
proper 


standards on the part of administra- 


tive agencies in the performance of 
their quasi-judicial functions is of 
the highest importance and in no 
way cripples or embarrasses the ex- 


ercise of their appropriate author 
ity. On the contrary, it is in their 
manifest interest. For, as we said a 
the 
outset, if 
these multiplying 


agencies deemed to be necessary i» 
our complex society are to serve the 
purposes lor which they are creat- 
ed and endowed with vast powers, 
they must accredit themselves by 
acting in accordance with the cher- 
ished judicial tradition embodying 
the basic concepts of fair play." 


The requirement that an exam- 


iner's report should be submitted 


that opposing attorneys may file 


a brief or exceptions before final 
legal orders are entered against 
them'has not heretofore been uni- 
form procedure before some of the 
commissions, particularly the Na- 
tional Labor Relations board. If the 
supreme court's latest opinion is 
consistently followed by the labor 
board, it will go far toward estab- 
lishing confidence not only in the 
board, but in the law itself. For 
this correspondent has insisted for 
a long time that the labor board's, 
procedure would some day be cor-j 
reeled by the courts wherever it 
had overstepped the bounds of cus- j 
torn or equity and that by this.| 
evolutionary process would some of 
the principal objections to the act 
some day be removed.

"PRINCIPLES" OF THE NEW PARTY 


With almost boyish and yet under- 


standable enthusiasm the mentors of the 
new political party are talking about the 
great principles that will underlie it and 
that therefore must be agreed upon in sol- 
emn conclave and submitted to the people 
lor approval or rejection. 


It is not the voice of a cynic that may 


be raised to jar the people out of any 
lethargy into which high-sounding princi- 
ples may encompass them. But may, one 
timidly ask: What are principles and 
what are promises in our 
political life 


today? 


If we find a political party that says 


"We promise economy of public funds" 
you may see that party if successful at the 
polls the most wasteful and extravagant 
any nation this wide world over has ever 
known. If it says, "We will reduce the 
great number now eating at the public 
trough" you-may observe that when it 


, gains power it will add 300,000 more to 


the public payrolls at an expense of over 
a billion dollars a year to the people. If it 
says, "We promise you sound money upon 
a basis of gold," you may be staggered to 
see the gold withdrawn and the "sound 
money" diluted by paying for Mexican sil- 
ver at $1.29 an 
ounce when it can be 


bought in Nevada for half that. 


Some writers attribute the advance- 


ment of human progress and the march of 
civilization to 
the fact that men have 


memories which bring before them con- 
stantly pictures of their past errors. Yet 
in relation to political promises, at least 
those made in the last six years, it would 
be a blessing if the people could forget. 
For, insofar as keeping faith with the 
pledged word is concerned, it would be 
difficult to find public honor at a lower 
ebb in our history. 


That is not necessarily a fling at the 


LaFoIlettes although 
they 
participated 


energetically in scrapping all the major 
promises the Democratic party made to 
the people. They may reason that the 
duty of keeping faith with the public be- 
longs to the leader, and in a larger sense 
that is true. But certainly they must real- 
ize that the standards in the political life 
of America must 
never 
get as low as 


those advanced by Japan. Russia, Ger- 
many and Italy in respect to their rela- 
tions with others. Dependability in poli- 
tical parties and political leaders is now 
at a sub-normal stage. But a warning is 
in the air. It may be found in the deep

, The trial of Danielsen was in contrast 
lo most court contests. Js'o one present 
.was trying to win a decision so much as he 


\vas attempting to solve the knotty prob- 
lems of where justice lay in the case. 


Disinterested medical advice said, "The 


tragedy was the result of rage which 
mounted to furor and then to mania." 


Yet it may be questioned whether the 


punishment of 14 years in prison upon the 
judge's determination that the boy was 
guilty of murder is anything more than 
a short respite, protecting the public for 
a little while from one whose disappoint- 
ment or nursing anger may so readily 
mount to mania. 


It is hard to handle cases of this sort 


because the feeling for the youth is like- 
ly to overflow and blind the jurist in con- 
sidering the future that both youth and 
the public must face. 


THE MIRACLE OF INSTINCT 


Before a lighthouse off the coast of 


\Vales during the seasonal migrations of 
birds countless wrens are found dead. Be- 
fore another light not far away no birds 
at all are found. 


1 A repetition of this singular occurrence 
in other spots has brought the conclusion 
that these migrant:;, back from overseas, 
adhere closely to ancient lanes of travel, 
what observers have termed "long walls 
in the air." 


This unusual destruction is said to be 


the result of the fact that most migrants 
choose the night for travel and are so in- 
tent upon the course they take that light 
rising in their path bewilders but does not 
affect their flight. 


Capistrano, out in California, adds to 


the sum total in respect to the flight of 
swallows its annual story of punctuality 
as certain as the sun. The record at Ca- 
pistrano has been kept accurately for 60 
years but before that it existed in hap- 
hazard form for another hundred years. 


The swallows return on the 19th of 


March from their winter rendezvous which 
is said to be in South America or the 
South Sea islands. As nearly as they can 
be counted there will be a vanguard of 
about 250 birds come zooming over the 
mission garden precisely at 5:45 A. M. of 
that day. Larger flocks will arrive later 


- in the day. So mystifying and intriguing 


has become this hallowed tradition that 
hundreds of people gather 
before the 


locked gales and the vine-covered mission 
walls each March 19th to witness what 
they call the "Miracle of the Birds." 


Nor are these feathered friends entire- 


ly without an appreciation of the drama 
they are unfolding. Arrived at their place 
of abode they dip low as in salute and 
wing their way through the arches adja- 
cent to the garden. 


These swallows are just as punctual 


in their leaving. They start on their trip 
southward on October 23, a small number 
of scouts going out first and the rest fol- 
lowing during the day as if their military 
orders had been written and precision had 
been dinned into them all their lives. 


Here, of course, is an earthly miracle, 


the miracle of the wrens in Wales that 
follow a certain lane with such uncanny 
accuracy that many fall in death before 
anything erected in that lane, and the Cal- 
ifornia swallows that come and go as 
though they were the makers themselves 
of the calendar. 


Perhaps the human race should not be 


turned aside to witness miracles such as 
these. Perhaps they only confuse our in- 
born but stumbling efforts to understand 
the miracles of which wo ourselves are 
an active part. And yet. maybe, the de- 
tached or somewhat aloof spirit in which 
man may view and study the amazing 
actions and results of what he calls in- 
stinct in others may bring him to a belter 
understanding or at least a more sympa- 
thetic and tolerant view of himself, the 
most amazing of all 
God's complicated 


creatures.

It is evident that the piesident, by preference 
or otherwise, is innocent of knowing much 
about the circumstances in which industry to- 
day must function. On this point, his seeming 
unawarencss of the weight his slightest word 
can carry in its effect, for good or ill, on busi- 
ness is cited by his critics.

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Tampa WPA Deal Looks 


Pretty Raw to Pegler

Tampa, Fla.—The politicians of the WPA have just got away with 


something in Tampa which is so raw that if it were not a matter of rec- 
ord you might not believe it could happen even in the United States. 


A WPA employee served as foreman of a local grand jury which in- 


dicted nine politicians, all city and county officials, in connection with 
the traditional spring anti-gambling crusade. He was 
promptly fired from his WPA job on the ground of 
"no dough." He smclled a rat and reported his dis- 
posal to the court immediately. Within two hours the 
head of the local WPA office reinstated him without 
explaining where he had suddenly raised the money 
for a salary which had been lopped off so, short a time 
before. 
The local court thought this looked like political 


intimidation of a grand jury after it had been dis- 
missed, so the new grand jury began an investigation. 
There is a WPA man on the new grand jury, too, and 
it might cramp a grand juror's style to reflect that 
a member of a previous grand jury had lost his WPA 
job after bringing in indictments against politicians.

The new grand jury summoned R. J. Dill, the state administrator of 


the WPA. and he refused to discuss the case on the ground that a state 
agency has no right to investigate a federal agency. He cited a letter 
from Harry Hopkins authorizing sub-chiefs of the WPA to release bally- 
hoo without restriction, but forbidding them to testify in regard to mat- 
ters of an official or confidential'-—— 
character. The WPA protects its se- 
crets. If it should accumulate fel- 
onious secrets it can protect them, 
too.Mr. Dill was cited before the lo- 
cal court and the local United 
States attorney won a decision for 
him based on federal statutes and 
decisions of the federal supreme 
court. 
So now grand jurymen have no 


protection from the political ma- 
chine which represents the New 
Deal in Florida. If a grand juror 
has a WPA job he may lose it. If he 
is a contractor or is engaged in any 
line of business which is controlled 
or touched by any federal agency 
the politicians of that federal agen- 
cy can ruin him. If he even works 
for a firm which is beholden to a 
federal agency for favors or for its 
fundamental rights his boss may 
be forced to fire him or take the 
consequences.

stynthene, the newest of the sub- 
stitutes for gasoline as a motor fuel. 
The substitutes are being used in- 
creasingly in countries that lack 


the bounteous petroleum supplies of 
the United States. 


The new fuel comes first from 


•water gas. If this gas is allowed 
to flow over hot alkalai and iron, 
at nearly 900 degrees Fahrenheit 
and under great pressure, it forms 
an oily liquid. The pressure is 150 
atmospheres, or more than 2,000 
pounds to the square inch. 


The oil is called synthoL When 


this oil is boiled under the right 
pressures some of its 
molecules 


"crack." They break down into the 
hydrocarbons which form explosive 
motor fuels. 
These new gases are called syn- 


thene. When the process was dis- 
covered about 15 years ago, syn- 
thene contined too much oxygen. 
This is now cleaned out of the 
gas by 
adding hydrogen 
from 


catalysts.

fuel will not cost so much as gaso- 
lines made from cheap grades of 
coal, which have been on the mar- 
ket for years.

It should have 
been three hearts. I then bid four 
spades. 
This was either bold or 


rash and I don't know which you 
would say.

Burden of Good Speech 


Training Rests on Mother 


BY AXGELO PATRI 


Children learn by imitation, and that is why mother should know that 


her every action becomes a lesson to. the watching, listening, eager chilA 
She is the child's first teacher, and the most important. Her power is 
great. What she would have the child become in manners, in conduct, 
in attitudes, in taste, she must be. 


The child's speech is tremendously important. By it people judge his 


character. They classify him according to the quality of his speech. They 
listen to him when his tones are pleasant to listen to. They turn from 
him when they are unpleasant. A child's speech is a passport to social 
living. Mother should make sure it is the kind of a passport that car- 
ries her child to pleasant places. 


Speech, of course, is to a great degree a matter of imitation. If a mo- 


ther uses correct, clear, simple speech her child will talk that way. for 
speech is catching. So, talk to the baby as you would to your most hon- 
ored friend. Be courteous. Speak cheerfully. 
Speak gently. Never 


raise your voice. The louder you shout the deafer he will be. He nears 
best when you speak most gently. Use simple words. Use the right 
names for things. Don't teach a child to call his breakfast "Brekkie." 
Use the right word—breakfast.. All 
baby talk is out. 


The child will not be able to 


say the words accurately in the 
beginning. But don't correct him. 
Just say the right word clearly 
and let it go at that. Do not drill 
a child in right speech. That will 
make him afraid to talk at all. 
It may bring on stammering. Let 
the baby alone. Accept his effort; 
praise it; listen carefully and try 
to understand his first efforts at 
telling you something. Your lis- 
tening gives him confidence, and 
that's what he needs most. 


If the child names an animal by 


the sound it makes, accept that 
name. 
"Bow-wow." "Choo-choo" 


are baby words. 
They are right 


as far as they go. Recognize the 
dog and the train as the baby 
names them. And then say 
to 


him: 
"What does the dog say?" 


And then; "Who says bow-wow?" 
Soon the child will 
say 
"dog" 


when he means dog, and "train" 
when he means train; and that's 
as it ought to be. 


One of the best ways to teach 


a baby language is to sing to him. 
Sing lovely 
lullabies. A 
baby 


hears before he understands. He 
hears you, feels you, and remem- 
bers even though he cannot under- 
stand. Sing lovely songs to him. 
Say a child's prayer over his crib. 
Your child will hear and remem- 
ber and be helped by it. 
Don't 


omit the 
nursery 
rhymes. 
Say 


them to the baby as you bathe and 
dress and play with him. 
Select 


the ones that have marked rhythm 
and much repetition, like "To mar- 
ket, to market, to buy a fat pig,"

Electric lights 


News about the work of Volta, 


the Italian, traveled to England 
and there it was read by a young 
man named Humphry Davy. He 
was only 22 years of age at the 
time, but he was wide awake, and 
much interested in all that had to 
do with science. 


Davy was working as anN assist- 


ant to a doctor in the city of Bris- 
tol, but in his spare time he made 
a battery of the crude type de- 
signed by Volta. With - this bat- 
tery, or "voltaic pile." he'carried 
on tests with electric sparks. 


One hundred thousand watt "in- 


candescent lamp" made for dis- 
play. 
When the current passed thru 


a piece of well 
burnt charcoal, 


and jumped to 
another piece of 


charcoal, he found it made a good- 
sized spark. 


"If I used a great 
number of 


cells for power, 
could I produce 


a spark so bright as to make a 
good light?" the young English- 
man wondered. 


As a test, Dax-y made a battery 


of 150 cells. This produced a fair- 
ly good light, and made him de- 
cide to go on with the work and 
make a still more powerful bat- 
tery. 


Helped by money given him by Tomorrow—Electric Signs. 


tery containing 2,000 cells! What 
a battery it was. and "what a spark 
it produced! A dazzling light came 
as the spark "arched" from one 
piece of charcoal to the other. 


Davy was 29 years of age when 


he showed his 2,000 cell battery 
and "arch light" to the public. 
Later it came to be called an "arc 
light." 


The arc light did not come into 


wide use until better ways of ob- 
taining electric power were learn- 
ed. About the year 1850, however, 
dynamos good enough to supply 
a steady electric 
current 
were 


made. The streets of Paris and 
other cities then were brightened 
with arc lights at night. 


The arc light worked well for 


the streets, but it was not suited 
to inside houses. A 31-year - old 
American inventor — Thomas Edi- 
son — set to work on the problem 
of making a good light for homes. 
With the help of other men, he at 
length brought forth the incandes- 
cent or "glowing" light. It was 
made up of carbon inside a glass 
bulb from which the air had been 
pumped. An electric current made 
the carbon so hot that it glowed. 


Edison 
ranks as probably the 


greatest inventor in all history. I 
shall have more to s>ay of his work 
at some future time. 


Many o t h e r 
inventors 
have 


worked on electric lights, and they 
have given us the excellent lights 
we have today. Streets are now 
lighted with incandescent lamps. 
Several years ago a 100,000 watt 
lamp was made, but it was too 
powerful 
for 
any practical use, j 


and was employed only for public 
display.

"Youth is not a ih«« in life but 


a state of mind, the picdominance 
of courage over timidity, the love 
of adventure over the love of ease. 
"We grow old only by deserting our 
ideals, and judped by those stand- 
ards, the Rev. Fr. Hummel is very 
young." the speaker said. 


Youth overflows with energy, the 


speaker declared. wl:ich must be 
directed into proper channels or it 
•will be expended ha'mfully. 
For 


that reason extra-curricular activi- 
ties have become suc'i an essential 
part of the school program. The 
problem of the school is to train for 
leisure as much as in the academic 
field. 


Leisure Is Problem 


The progress in development of 


the automobile and communica- 
tions and the decrease in the hours 
of the work-week as well as the 
•work-day have brought about the 
problem of what to do with leisure 
time. Too much leisure time is de- 
voted to the radio ana newspaper, 
according to Mr. Crane. He advo- 
cated devoting some of the leisure 
time religiously in the attendance 
of retreats and masses.

continued. 


Cites Injuries 


Hedges pointed out the 
large 


number of injuries suffered 
by 


football and basketball players and 
explained that about four out of ev- 
ery 100 boys in high schools partici 
pate in interscholastic competition, 
and then deduced, "We violate thc 
fundamental principles of a mod- 
ern school in that we are not pro- 
viding opportunity for each pupil 
according to his interest and his 
needs, and we violate the American 
principle of equal opportunity for 
all." 


"The high school is a democratic 


institution supported by all the peo- 
ple for the good of all the pupils. 
When judged by this standard the 
interscholastic sports program as 
now conducted is grievously 
al 


fault. My contention is that pres- 
sure outside the school has forced 
school officials to a state of affairs 
contrary to the ideal of the mod- 
ern school." 


Inu place of the present athletic 


setup. Hedges recommended 
the 


following 6-point program: 


6-Point Program 


1. That the whole athletic situa- 


tion be subjected to thoughtful un- 
biased study so that there shall not 
be a disportionate -emphasis on ath- 
letics as such in relation to schoo! 
subjects. 


2. That dangerous games be mod- 


ified so as to greatly reduce the 
danger or that they be eliminated 


3. That emphasis on 
athletics 


whether intramural or interschol 
astic be chiefly on health 
and 


sportsmanship. 


4. That interscholastic athletics 


be replaced to a large extent by in- 
tramural athletics. 


5. That a greater variety of sports 


be taught with a view of appealing 
to many boys and girls, having ath- 
letics the whole year instead o. 
seasonal, and using games, sports 
and activities that shall carry ovet 
to adult life. 


6. That an athletic program be 


carried on during the summer for 
children and adults and to be un 
der trained directors. 


Hedges defined the three distinc 


kinds or phases of physical devel 
opment, the 
physical 
education 


program, intramural and 
inter 


scholastic competition. He defined 
the modern school and then point- 
ed out the importance of athletics 
in relation to the body and the 
negative side of sports.

Mr. Mills, and Mr. Morgenthau, has 
urged that steps be taken to end 
tax exemption in securities to be is- 
sued in the future. But it has al- 
ways been assumed by the Treas- 
ury and by the best lawyers in Con- 
sress that in the face of the judicial 
decisions this most desirable reform 
could not be carried out except by 
amending the Constitution, and it 
has generally been recognized by 
politicians and students of politics 
that such an amendment, since it 
would make 
official salaries tax- 


able, has small chance of being rati- 
fied by the states. The 2* million 
state and local employes would pre- 
sumably have enough political in- 
fluence at home to resist effectively 
a proposal to make them pay Feder-

million Federal employes objecting 
to the payment of state income 
taxes.

End Immunity in Future 


President Roosevelt has now pro- 


posed to overcome this difficulty by 
enacting a Federal statute ending

Taxation Of Incomes 


If it is debated, a most 
cogent 


argument can be made, I think, 
that the principles of the basic de- 
cision of John Marshall in M'Cul- 
loch v. Maryland do not apply to 
the taxation of incomes. 


The case, it will be 
recalled, 


arose out of the attempt of 
the 


State of Maryland to tax the notes 
of a bank not chartered by the 
State of Maryland. This meant the 
Bank of the United States which 
had been chartered by Congress. 


When the case reached 
Chief 


Justice Marshall, he held that if a 
state could tax the national bank, 
jt could destroy the bank by mak- 
ing the tax big enough, and thus 
a state could prevent the Federal 
government from doing what it 
had a right to do. If the states may 
tax the national bank, said Mar- 
shall, "they may tax the mail; they j 
may tax the mint; they may tax 
patent rights; they may tax papers 
of the custom house: they may tax 
judicial process: they may tax all 
the means employed by the govern- 
ment, to an excess which would 
defeat all the ends of government.

Spraying Fruit Trees 


In Bloom May Harm Bees 
Farmers and small orchardists are 


urged by the department of agri- 
culture and markets in a bulletin 
to R, C. Swanson, Outagamie coun- 
ty agricultural 
agent, to 
avoid 


spraying fruit trees when in full 
bloom because of the danger of 
poisoning bees. 


The practice of spraying trees 


while in full bloom is also waste- 
ful, 
according to E. L. Chambers, 


state entomologist, inasmuch as the 
time to combat worms attacking ap- 
ple, plum, and cherry trees is just 
after the petals have fallen. 


To be effective, the arsenate of 


lead spray which is used must be 
applied to the calyx of the devel- 
oping fruit, and the calyx is not ex- 
posed until the flowers have lost 
their petals.

This year there are 34 farm 


statistics items on the cssessor's 
reports. 
Some items 
reflect the 


changes in food consumption as 
compared with a generation ago 
when the first report was made. 
The state has become one of the 
important producers 
of canning 


crops in the past 20 years, and the 
assessors will report the acreages 
of canning crops. 


This year will be the second time 


that the acreage of tomatos has been" 
taken. Some changes in feed crops 
have taken place in recent years, 
such as the introduction of soy- 
beans. 
Fox farming is becoming 


important in the state and the num- 
ber of foxes will be given for the 
first time. In fact, the crop report- 
ing service pointed out, Wisconsin 
has one of the longest crops lists in 
the nation. 


With the diversification in farm- 


ing and an accounting of nearly 
20C.OOO farms in the state, the as-! 
scssors are going to have a busy 
time for a while. Agriculture is the 
state's greatest industry, and the 
measuring of is growth and chang- 
es is a large job. Land and build- 
ings alone are valued at more than 
a billion dollars, and there are 
well over 21 million acres or about 
67 per cent of the state's land in 
farmr. 


It is estimated that the gross 


farm income in the state last year 
was about 360 million dollars." As 
compared with a generation ago. 
there is well over a million more 
acres of farm land and about 10,000 
new farms.

next summer are indicated in this map prepared by the department of 
agriculture and markets to show the severity of grasshopper infestations 
in Wisconsin. The degree of infestation in each county was determined 
by a grasshopper egg survey made last fall by state and federal ento- 
mologists. Thirty-two counties are severely infested with the hoppers. 
All counties, however, are hosts to these crop destroyers. The federal 
government will allot Wisconsin $200.000 this year for ingredients to go 
into grasshopper bait. The money will be used to purchase enough ma- 
terials to make up approximately 10,000 tons of dry grasshopper bait.

Overplanting Problem of 


Home Vegetable Gardener 


It does not play to plant more of 


a vegetable than a person or family 
is able to use and it is not desir- 
able to plant more of a kind which 
does not retain good quality long. 
James G. Moore of the college of 
agriculture states in a communica- 
tion to R.^C. Swanson, county agri- 
cultural agent. 


Two crops frequently .overplant- 


ed at a given planting are radishes 
and head lettuce, Moore states. A 
20-foot row of radishes and 15 to 
20 plants of lettuce are about as 
much as the ordinary family is 
likely to use during the quality 
period. 


Fifteen to twenty heads of early 


cabbage should be adequate and 
these require about a 30-foot row, 
Moore points out. Early planted 
carrots 
can be used for winter 


storage, 
so overplanting 
is not 


wasteful. Twenty to forty sets of 
green onions and about a hundred 
feet of seed or transplants for win- 
ter are adequate in this variety for 
the average family. 


Most families 
use considerable 


sweet corn and this should not be 
planted in a single row. Three rows 
side by side are satisfactory. Moore 
says. Tomatos, one "of the standard 
crops, are used extensively. When

for canning as well as 


fresh fruit. 30 to 40 plants should
